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1 Notable Example of Cool Courage

Commendable Action of the Crew of the Burned Ship Delaware--
Coolness and Bravery Saved Many Lives.

New Youx, July 9.—The burning of |
the eteamship Deleware off Barnegat
Inlet, Friday, furnished a striking con-
trast to the story of horror, death and
cowardice connected with the going
down of La Burgogne. Whilethe vessel
burned rapidiy and fiercely in the open
gea, still through the courage and
bravero of the officers and the splendid
discipline and devotion of the crew they
brought off all hands without the loss of
a single life, there being in all seventy-
five passengers, nine women and three
children.

It was 11:45 when the officers passed
from state room to elate room, rousing
the passengers. In ench case the officers
after knocking, eaid, “Get dressed and
come on deck as eoon as possible. There
is a fire on board the ehip. Do not be

alarmed, there is plenty of time and no
danger. Boats will be waiting for yau

as soon as you reach the deck.”
Under these clear and calmly-delivered
directions the passengers came out
frightened, but orderly, and assembled
on deck, where some of the women
broke down. Captain Ingram and bis
officers walked up and down assuring
them there was nocanse [or alarm; that
boats were béing prepared; that the
ges was calm &nd the land only a sbort
distance away. While the officers were
making the rounqp of the state rooms
for the gecond lime, Stewardess Hill
came up with an arm fall of "life-pre-
servers, which sLe distributed among
the women., One of them half bysteric-

ally dropped berson deck. “ObI can
never get it on,” she wept. *‘I'll fix it
for yon,” said Miss Hill cheerily, and
havinz bundled up the trembling wo-
man, she went on to the next.

A1l women to the firet beat!" shout-
ed Captain Ingram.

With enconraging words the sailors
detailed for the daty passed women and
children along into the boat, bnt when
the boat was being lowered one young
woman remained on deck. ‘‘Get in
Madam,” cried the captain, *“'There’s
plenty of room.”” “I'll stay with oy
hosband, gir,” she replied: “I'm not
afraid.” She was Mrs. J. D. McClassen,
of Charleston, 8. C., a bride of three
weeks, with ber husband, - She was
lowered into the next boat.

Captain Ingram was the last to leave
the borning ship, and he did not go un -
til he had eatisfied himeelf by the enum-~
eration of his passengers that no one
eounld have been leit on board,

Not a person was lost; mnot even one
injured.

TERRIBLE DEATH

An Ex-American Consul Perishes in
Alaska--The Story as Told by

His Companion.

Sax Fmaxcisco, July 11.—J. C. Maid-
hof, who was consul to Anaburg, Sax-
ony, during Cleveland’s first adminis-
tration, perished while atltempting to
reach Minook creek from St. Michaels
in Febroary last. Tha story was
brought out by H. M. Morgan, who was
rescued by Indians after lying fonr days
in a eleeping bag without food. Morgan
suffered agonizing hardships, and he
and Maidhof lived on dog meat alone
for days before the latter perished and
Morgan was found. The latter will
probably lose one foot.
